"Thus, when, prior to October ISOo, 


wheat fell in price to an unprecedent- 
edly low figure, the silver men claimed 
that the cause was progressive demon- 
etization, and the gold men were more 
or less confounded. 
But when in that 


month of October wheat rose in price 
the Republicans took their turn and 
claimed that the argument for silver 
baaed upon a fall in prices of commodi- 


• ties was refuted, and doubtless many 


votes were thns saved to Mr. McKinley. 


Now, again, when in August, 1S97, 


wheat has farther risen in price, while 
silver has continued to fall, the gold 
men renewedly and loudly proclaim 
that the rise in wheat and the fall in 
silver have forever silenced the bi- 
raetallvats, and that the silver qaestion 
is a dead issue, of which we shall hear 
no more in our politics. 


"The simple truth of recent events 


seems to be that wheat; has gone above 
tbe prices lately prevailing only be- 
cause of short crops in certain conn- 
tries, as it always will under aoch con- 
ditions, while silver continues to go 
down because it is yet in process of 
demonetization, as every human being 
knew it would. Bat the great qaestion 
still remains for solution, whether, 
through the years to come, with silver 
demonetization still progressing, there 
will not he, as a ccnseo.uence thereof, a 
steady fall in the average prices of tbe 
commodities and the lands, buildings 
and ships which make the wealth of 
the world. 
"If this qaestion is to be answered 


in the affirmative the remonetization of 
silver is sure to follow. 
The world 


cannot be held to the single standard 
of gold merely becansa of the rise in 
wheat, which helped the election o 
1 


McKinley in the aataran cf 3S9ri, and 
tne continued rise in wheat and tall in 
silver, which has caused the temporary 
conf asion and silence of Mr. Bryan in 
tbe summer of 18S7. 
The Presidential 


election settled the cariti question, and 
also decided that the United States 
wonJd noc by immediate free silver 
coinage at once break the parity be- 
tween silver and gold money, but it did 
not decide against bimetallism. On the 
contrary, it pledged the Republican 
party anew to efforts to establish tba 
monetary system.

cordially invited to ride in the Mc-

As already stated, 


President McKinley holds firmly to 
these pledges. It will be unwise for 
the Republican managers in Ohio to 
treat them with indifference or to 
countenance the idea in a platform that 
they are to be abandoned. If they do 
there is imminent danger of defeat for 
themselves, and for Senator Hanna as 
the man to whom it is due to acknowl- 
edge that on all occasions and in site 
of all solicitations he has proclaimed 
that he adheres to bimetallism and that 
he favors securing the use of the two 
metals as money by all practical and 
honorable methods. 


"Adherence to bimetallism by the 


Republicans of Ohio is also of special 
and national importance at this time, 
because this is the principal affirmative 
good which the Republican party can 
at this moment promise to owe here- 


at the"polls; and we cannot Htem| the 
tide of ballots by injunctions from 
courts, by calling out the army and 
navy, and certainly not by the utmost 
use of money in elections. What I 
mean is that in any republic with 
suffrage actually unrestricted the ma- 
jority party in order to remain in power 
must not only be right, but must" be 
able to satisfy the great body of the 
people that it is right; it mast be con- 
tinually on the alert, nob only to pro- 
tect the wealthy, but to serve, benefit, 
bless and improve the condition of the 
poor and the people of moderate means 
in the community. This may be called 
demagogy. I oali it wiae party politics 
in a country where the people rule, and 
are to continue to rule with a popular 
sway assumed to be surely beneficent 
to all the people, rich and poor, money 
lenders and money borrowers alike. 


"So I would keep hold of the move- 


ment for bimetallism as a means of 
good to the people and of safety to the 
Republican party. 
If the leading Re- 


publicans of the country have any other 
promises to make to an eager people of 
something in the Interest of the whole 
community, of all classes together, this 
is the time to bring it forward and to 
explain and enlarge upon it, especially 
making it prominent in the now open- 
ing Ohio political contest. 
"I will make brief allusion at this 


time to one other point. The St. Louis 
platform pledged the Republican party 
to aid in making Cuba free. 
The 


breaking of that one pledge would very 
soon send the party out of power. 16 
has not yet been broken,[but its fulfill- 
ment proceeds with agonizing slow- 
ness."
